We have received a circular lotter from 
Liout. R. L, Patterson, of Peterborough, soli- 
citing subscriptions for the “ Garibaldi fund.” 


Signor Agostino Bertani Garibaldi’s agent in 
Genoa bas appointed Mr. Patterson bin solo 
agent for Canada, which appointment was no 
doubt mado at the imstance of Licut, A. By 
Patterson, lately serving in the British Bri- 
gade in tho Italian army under the brave 
Col. Dunne, of the 100th Regiment. The 
Circular is authenticated by three letters, the 
first from Garibaldi, authorizing Signor Ber- 
tani to act as his general agent to raiso men 
and money in his behalf,—the second from 
Signor Bertani to Licut. R. 8, Patterson, re- 
questing him to act as his sub-nagent in this 
Province; and the third is an appeal to the 
people of Ireland on Garibaldi’s behalf, by 
Lieut. A. B, Patterson, 

As Mr, Patterson says, “Garibaldi relies 
for his future success not only on the bravery 
of the regenerated Italians, who, now flushed

unteers or money.” We cordially agree with 
the writer, that there is “‘no doubt that a 
Province so essentially British in fecling as 
Upper Canada, will respond manfully to the 
appeal, and follow the creditable example 
shown us by our fellow subjects on the other 
side of the Atlantic.” 

We who enjoy tho inestimable blessings of 
free institutions, should be willing to show 
our due appreciation of them in a practical 
form, by assisting a noble and long down- 
trodden nation to achieve the same boon of 
civil and religious liberty. It is essentially 
selfish and narrow minded in a free people to 
enjoy the blessings which freedom confers, 
without wishing at the same time to confer 
those blessings on others Jess fortunate. It 
is not convenient for Canada to send soldiers 
to Italy, but we can do what is equivalent,— 
send money to sustain and equip the volun- 
teers who have gone and are atill going to win 
glory and fame, in this war of justice and lib- 
erty. Moncy, we regret to say, has not been 
wanting to send volunteers from Ireland and 
elsewhere to support the cause of tyranny, 
and to swell the ranks of Papal merconaries, 
but whose fanatical ardor, thank heaven, has 
already been sufficiently cooled by ill treat- 
ment and starvation, to make them wish the 
Pope and all his patrimony sunk in the wa- 
ters of the Mediterranean, If money can bo 
seduced from all quarters of tho world to swell 
the Pope’s coffers, to enable him to smother 
the flame of Italian liberty,—to commit the 
atrocities of Porugia,—to fill his dungeons 
with patriots, and to afflict thom with instru- 
ments of most horrible torture,—surely /ree- 
men will not be backward in bestowing their 
money generously to those who are striking 
the chains from the captives, and regenera- 
ting a nation embalmed in the memories of 
glorious deeds,—ennobled by all that’s grand 
in historical achieyment,—exalted by all that 
is beautiful in song, in literature, and art, 

We have no doubt that the people of Belle- 
ville will respond at once to this patriotic call, 
Tt can be easily done, by subscription or “ Ga- 
ribaldi concerts.” The latter, we think, would 
bo the most successful mode. Duty and en- 
tertainment can go hand in hand, and the peo- 
ple would not miss the money thus bestowed. 
In this or some kindred way, a respectable 
sum might easily be raised and remitted to 
Licut.

_ The Presidential Election. 


Yesterday was concluded one of those grand 
quadrennial struggles which test the charac 
ter and stability of the political institations 
of the adjoining Republic. The people of Cay 
nada, like their American cousius, enjoy the 
blessing of Elective institutions, but it ix only 
in a diminutive degree when compared to 
theirs. Ours is but the small purling brook 
meandering through the sunny le; theirs 
the mighty river watering the entire land,— 
now rushing through the mountain gorge, 
leaping over precipicus,—then spreading into 
the broad and peaceful lake, bearing on its 
bosom the ship of state, freighted with the 
interests of a greatand powerful nation, With 
us the elective system does not reach the Ex- 
ecutive only in a certain sense; with them, 
everything is included,—the Executive, the 
Judicial, the Legislative,—from the highest 
to the lowest official. The application of the 
elective principle with us is limited,—with 
them it is universal. Each country no doubt 
believes its own system the best, and neither 
one will try to conyince the other of error. 

It would not, however, be cifficult to show 
that that which is the glory and boast of the 
American commonwealth is also their great 
est danger. ‘To say nothing of the anomalous 
character of an elective Judiciary, of the par- 
tizan character which it necessarily imposes 
upon the Bench, thereby impairing public 
confidence in the due administration of jus- 
tice, and weakening its salutary restraints 
upon the criminal portion of society. We 
ropeat, to say nothing of all this, the tyranny 
of the majority, especially when that majority 
is sectional, is often the most unbearable of 
all tyranniecs, ‘Tho contests in the U. States 
for some time past have all beon more or less 
sectional, and the present ono is intensely so, 
‘Lhe “irrepressible conflict" between the North 
and the South—between free and slave labor, 
has become more intensified each year. Hit 
therto the Union and the Constitution have 
stood the shock attendant upon the Presiden: 
tial contests remarkably well. Whatever bas 
been the agitation and rancorous fvlings on- 
gendered by thexo great nojitical campaigns, 
When the issues wore decided, all partion qui- 
etly submitted to the popular will, and the 
noxt day che affairs of the nation went on as 
smoothly as if nothing had occurred to dis: 
turb the goneinl harmony. Americans justly 
point to this fact as a triumphant vindication 
of the enlightonment of the people, and the 
wisdom of their institutions. 

Hitherto, however, the Southern Democ-

VALUE OF FALL TOP-DRESSING, 
Every farmer who has practiéed full top- 
dressing, knows it is invaluable, This does 
not arise 60 much from the fertilizing mat- 
ter in the dressing, as from the fact that it’ 
protects the surface of the earth from sud-| 
deo changes of the tempera\ure—prevents 
its freezing so early in the Fall, or losing} 
its moisture and heat by a too direct con- 
tact with the wind, In short, the real bene- 
fit of fall top dressing is in its mulching the 
soil. Stable manure is too valuable 10 be 
used for that purpose, Far better to keep 
this'to apply in theiSpring, and then cover 
it with earth immediately. Atleast ninety 
pen cent of mature, used as fall top dres- 
sing, is wasted by passing into the atmos- 
phere. Nearly the same results can be ob- 
tained by full top-dressing with leaves, straw 
or other like substance, that will cover the 
surface, Let a farmer try the experiment, 
by thus mulching a small piece of grass 
Jand with straw, leaves, or other like sub- 
stance, in the Fall and apply the manure. in 
the Spring; and on another piece, apply the 
sameoquantity-of manure-in.the-fall, and 
give us tle rest! =

believed, in Trinity College; it was only spo~ 
ken of, as being the opinion of many in the 
Church, gathered from such passages in’ holy 
Scripture ay the parable of Dives, &e. 

The dangerous part of the ideas, which Mr. 
Wallbridge brings forward as his idea, of tho 
teachings of Trinity College, is that connected 
with the Virgin Mary, —and to her (however 
the Bishop of Huron may assert to the con- 
trary,) no false or undue exaltation has ever 
been given by th: Provost; and I feel gure 
that there is no one who would be quicker to 
reprove those ander his care, for any attempt 
to give undue place to our Lord’s mother, 
than would the Provost,—and so also in things 
not connected with doctrine, his teaching al- 
Ways was, “do nothing that will offend.” 

There is one other remark made by Mr. 
Wallbridge which I shall notice; he says,—

Toe Queen vs, Movpie,—A. Harrison Esq, 
Toronto, for the Crown; L. Wallbridge Bsq. 
for the defence, This was an action brought 
by tho Government against the Shorilf of this 
County, for farming out a part of the fees of 
his office. Before proceeding with the case, 
Mr. Harrison, in order to simplify the suit, 
asked’ liberty from the Court to amend the 
record, in the manner which had been agreed 
upon between Mr. Walibridge and himself. 
‘This was granted, and the trial proceeded on 
the Ist, 8th and 9th clauses of the record, 
which simply charged Defendant with farm- 
ing out the deputation of part of the fees of 
his office. 

Mr, Harrison then proceeded in a brief man- 
ner to desceibe the nature of the offence with 
which the Sheriff was charged, He bad been 
brought before them on a Writ of Sci Fa, for 
selling or renting out the profits of his office 
The Acts under which this suit was brought, 
and which were passed, the first in the reign 
of Edward IT, and a continuation of tho same 
Statute passed in the reign of Gvorge IIL, 
and which were applicable to Upper Canada, 
declared it illegal to bargain, sell, or dispose of 
the fees of any office under Government, or 
any part thercof,—or the deputation of such 
office or any part thereof. The appointment 
of Mr. Moodie to tho office which he now holds 
took place at the time the country whs divided 
into Districts; and when the Districts wore 
resolved into Counties, le was re-appointed 
to the Shrievalty of the County of Mastings. 
He then went on to detail the responsibiliries 
of the office. The facts of the present cave 
which he intended to lay before thei, were 
briefly these:—Sometimo in May 1856, the 
Sheriff entered into an Arrangement with Mr, 
Ockyrman for the sale of certain fees accruing 
to the office; that the snid agreement was re- 
duced to writing, signed in duplicate, and a 
bond was given by Mr, Ockerman for the due 
fulfilment of its covenants, signed by Wm, H. 
Ponton and Joseph Hutton Esqs. ‘The agree- 
ment was to the effect that the Sheriff was to 
receive the sum of £300 per annum, payable 
quarterly in advance, for the fees of the othice 
of Sheriff, with the exception of those arising 
from the sale of lands for taxes, attending 
Coarts, and Elections. One of these agree- 
ments was taken by the Sheriff, the other by 
Mr. Ockerman, and placed in the hands of 
Mr. Ponton for safe keeping. ‘These’ docu- 
ments will be accounted for by the witnesses. 
The agreement took effect in the Spring of 
1856, and continu d in force until February 
1859, when it was dropped. During that 
time Mr. Ockurman was Virtually Sherif, re- 
ceived all the fees, with the exceptions alluded 
to, paid all accounts, and defended all actions 
brought against the oflice at his own cost.— 
Mr, Moodie was only nominally Sheriff. ‘Lhe 
intention of the Government in passing this 
Act was to prevent the office from getting 
into the hands of those who would use it as 
& means of oppressing the people, and to se- 
cure the personal attendance of the person 
appointed; forit was altogether probable that 
where parties paid for the fees of an office and 
entered upon its duties by. way of speculation, 
that they would take every ineans to wake 
the office pay, The Act did not apply to She- 
riffs alone, but to every ollice under the Gov- 
ernment, The effect of being found guilty of 
any delinquency of the kind would be, to ne- 
cessitate the forfeituré of the ollice, ‘Pho ‘ac- 
tion was brought ia the County where Mr. 
Moodie was best known, and he would doubt- 
less be defended by able Counsel; bat he had 
too much corfidence in a Hastings Jury to 
think they would let any local prejudices 
sway them in the conscientious discharge of 
their duty. 

‘The first witness called was Mr. Dunham 
Ockerman, After he was sworn, Mri: Wall- 
bridge cautioned the witness that he need not 
say anything which would crinjinate himself, 
as he was liable, on his own ai isWers, to be 
prosecuted as a pa’ty to the offence. 

Mr. Harrison said the witness was aware 
of that, but still would give his evidence 

Mr, Wallbridge again asked the witness if 
he was willing to take advantage of the Sta- 
tute, or was he a volunteer? 

Witness,—I will give the testimony. 

DuNiHAM OCKERMAN,—sworn.—Knows the 
Sheriff, Moodie, the defendant in thu present 
case; recollects entering into his service in 
May 1866, under an agreement, to pay him 
£300 per annum for the fees of his oflive, With 
certain exceptions; the agreement was reduced 
to writing, and signed in duplicate; the 
Sheriff took his with him, and I left mine with 
W. H. Ponton for safe keeping ; have never 
seen it since, 

Mr. Hurrison called upon defendant's At- 
torney to produce the one held by Moodie, 

Mr. Willbridigo acknowledged thy recuipt of 
it, but simply said “we do not produce it.” 

I do not know what beconie ‘of Mr, Moouie's 
copy, but sometime in 1867, he told mo thathe 
had burned it up for fear that it would getin 
to the hands of the government, as he was in- 
formed that Mr, A. Dougall had mado a com- 
plaint to the government. He asked me to 
burn up mine, did not. T do not know per: 
Sonally what become of it, but was told —— 

Mr; Wallbridge objected to receiving evl- 
dence, as to what he was told. 

Mr. Hurrison then asked Mr, Ookerman to

The books were under 
my control. used the Sherill’s books, until 
they were out, when I got new ones at my own 
expense, I hired. the clerks of the office, and 
paid their salaries; paid printer,’ bills, &c, I 
was appointed deputy at the time these ar- 
rangements were eutered into; had not been 
acting under the Sheriff, before that time, 

Vo Mr. Wallbridge,—\ had not a written 
deputation until 2 years ago. At the time I 
greed to pay the Sueriff the £300 per annuum, 
Thad made no estimate of the fees of the office 
nor of the expenses; I thought I could atlord 
to pay that sum. I exp.cted to get itout of the 
feos of the office, at least I was in hopes of 
doing so, expected to by paid’ for my servi- 
ces also, I did not at the time know I was 
doing anything illegal, nor do I think the 
Sheriff dia; we both thought we were makin 
a fair bargain, no efforts were made to sent 
anything j everything was done fairly and 
honestly, Bailitls generally geta portion of the 
fees collected ; usually half I donot know 
whether it was to secure his half of the fees that 
he accepted to £300 or not, I raised money 
on notes to make thy first payinent; [ expected 
to getit back, out of the fees, The Sheritf 
had no clerk, ie was out and in the otfice 
by times. The books were always open for his 
in$pection ; never prevented him looking ovec 
them, ‘he ordinary course is for the Sheriff 
to conduct the office business, and the Builiffs 
the out door work, I hud no person employ- 
ed to draw the agreement, nor did I dictate 
its wording. I think Mr. Hutton drew it up. 
‘The arrangement was finally dropped; we are 
on good terms, at least 1 liave no ill-will to- 
wards the Sheriff’ If he does not treat me 
right, I will make himifIcan, J am not the 
promoter of this action. I told every person 
Worth telling, that I met in the streets, who 
asked me about the agreement; never went to 
any lawyer tu tell, without being requested by 
him. Have been in Mr. Dougall’s office on 
other business, and told im about the consul- 
tation, when he questioned me, 

Mr. Wallbridge-—Fiye days after that 
agreement was signed, would you liave turned 
against the Sheriff; and yolunteered to give 
the same evidence you do now? 

Witness,—1 do not know that I haye turn- 
ed traitor, but if 1 was subpened, I would give 
the same testimony; I did not say I wus a 
volunteer, He has taken his business out of 
my hands; it has created no ill-will on my 
part, In 1857 the Sherilf’s sureties came 
down to give up their bonds. I went to them 
and requested them to let it go on as it was; 
that while I was in the office there would be 
no trouble, anid promised when any change 
took place, to let them know. After I left the 
ollice I went to one of the sureties, aud I said 
“Mr, Roblin, I have quit the office, you can do 
as you like.” I had given my word and kept 
it; it was at my instance that his sureties con- 
tiuued bail for him. I do not know of any 
other amiable acts. {do not know that the 
sureties applied to the Sheriff to ‘be releived ; 
read the agreement at the time, but not since; 
will not swenr to particular terms. I feel the 
obligation of an oath, 

To Mr. Harrison —I pnid the Sheriff $300, 
at the commencement of the agreeuent, out 
of my own private means. 

To Mr. Wallbridge—No one has suffered 
by the arrangement between us, At the time 
the arrangement was signed, there was no 
written deputation, The Sheriff shvwed no 
anxiety on account of the affuirs of the office, 
T took all the responsibility on my own should 
ers, 

W. H. Ponton,—recalled, 

Mr. Wallbridge again entered his objection 
to Mr. Ponton, as Defendant's Counsel atthe 
time alluded to. 

Mr, Harrison, did not wish to interrogate

It will be evident that a cotter is indis- 
pensable,-and, slthough, according to the 
experience of Captain L,, cutting the stalks, 
and husks is sufficieot to enable the sheep 
to masticate the pieces, we think some up- 
pendage of machinery that would grind it 
much finer would not be unprofitable,— 
Some of the more-revently invented cutters 
have an apparatus attached that crushes 
or bruises.corn stalks before. or. after cutting. 
This breaks, down the largo hard, joints of 
the stalk, and makes them easily exten by 
almost any kind of stock, from a lamb up 
tou ox, 

A yoar or two ago wo proposed that 
some of our farmers should institute some 
comparative exporiments. in. order to ascery 
tain thetrae amount of fodder in anacre of 
Indian corn, The plan proposed was, in 
the first. place, to. raise aa mach Indian corn 
as could, be done by good, fair culture,— 
Then save the coro afer being busked, aod 
all of it\to be ground, corn and cob together, 
the meal weighed and fed out to sheep and 
cattle. The fodder should then be weighed, 
cut, and fed out to the same animals, and 
such facts and observations made as would 
load to a true knowledge, ofthe actual a-

out to the store of Mr. Terney, on the plank 
road, to change a bill of boots he had pur- 
cbased there.

Someone remarked “Colyer, 
you are flush to-night.” 

‘Two strangers who were in the store, got 
up and looked over Colyer’s shoulder, and

borrowed a pitcher and had it filled with 
beer, and saying that he was now going to 
He left the store, and was 
followed in a few moments by the two men, 
Mrs, Colyer says that about ten o'clock she 
went out on the stoop to look tor her hus 
band, but not seeing anything of him, nor 
any light in the barn, she thought he bad 
not returned, and wentin and returned to bed 
This morning when she woke up, she was 
surprised at finding that her husband bad 
not come io during the night. She got up, 
lita fire, and got breakfast, and then went 
out to the barn, The barn is about 200 
yards from the house; the first thing she 
noticed was that the the door was open, and 
there was a pool of blood on the threshold, 
und a few feet further on the floor lay the 
body of her husband, frightfully mangled 
about the head and face, and in a pool of 
blood. 

She uttered a piercing scream, which at- 
tracted the attention of other members of 
the family, who came out and carried Mrs. 
Colyer fainting into the house, The whole 
neighborhood was soon alarmed. 

The skull of deceased was literally split 
in two, nod the brains scattered over the 
floor. It is supposed that he offered some 
resistance, as a straw cutter was feund lying 
tear hand, covered with blood, and this 
could not bave been the weapon used by the 
murderers, as the nature of the wounds show 
that they were inflicted with an axe, or 
some heavy blunt instrument. 

It is supposed that Mr, Colyer had in his 
possession from {8/25 to $200, all of which 
was taken by the murderers, as well as his 
gold watch. In taking the watch, it seems 
that io their hurry they could not unfasten 
the chain, but broke it, leaving part of it at- 
tached to the vest of deceased, 

Tbe two men who are suspected of the 
murder aro Germans, father andson. They 
wers einploy.d recently by Messrs Conklin 
& Clary, contractors, who are repairing the 
Cypress Hills rond. Their names are not 
known, but a full description of the men 
hav been given to the police authorities — 
They were discharged from work op Satur- 
day, and have been seen around the neigh- 
borhood during Sunday and Monday, but 
this moruing they were nowhere to be 
found, 

The pitcher of beer which Colyer took 
with bitin from the store was found in the 
barn on the floor, not far from the bocy.— 
The theory is that the two Germans follow- 
ed Colyer from the store, aod murdered bim 
soon alter he entered the barn. 

Mr, Colyer was in good circumstances, 
had one of the finest farms in the neighbor- 
hood, and was much esteemed by his neigh- 
bors, Ho leaves a wife und three young 
childreo to mourn his loss. Tho inquest is 
proceeding this afternoon,

THE MINISTERIAL DINNERS, 


The supporters of. the Cartier-Macdonald 
ministry are in raptures with what they 
deem to be the triumpliant iid of the 
Attorney General West in Upper Canada. 
The enthusiasm with which be has beep re 
ceived is regarded as a proof of his popular-

GROSS OUTRAGE.

A great sensation was produced bere Jast 


weck by the apprehension and committal 
for trial of parties charged with tho yilest 


of the country, The parties charged with 
the offence ate from the township of Stan- 
bridge, pamed Samuel Jones, Willinm 
Conklin, Daniel Bickford, Charles bickford, 
and Reuben Ross. It scems that these 
parties set forth on Snnday, the 28th ult, 
from Stanbridge for St. Armand Enst for 
the express purpose of committing nn out- 
rage upon a young woman named Mary 
Barlow. Before starting they asked others 
fo accompany them oo their bellish errand, 
pay they stopped en route for Pigeon Hill, 
stated what their design was, and asked a 
party there to accompany them, ‘They 
boasted they would pursue their oliject even 
though it would result in the woman's 
denth. Thence they crossed the line to 
Franklin, in the State of Vermont, in quest 
of their victim, and found her there attend- 
ing @ prayer meeting. ‘To the person of 
whom they enquired if she was there they 
again stated their purpose, The poor girl 
asked some friends if they would go home 
with her. Arrived at the house they found 
four of the miscreants outside and the other 
in her room lying in lier bed waiting for 
her. The man who accompanied her was 
knocked down, the woman thrust out— 
Then ensued a sceno of violence in the 
house and in the field across which she fled 
in search of ausistunce, ‘The poor creature 
was thrown down several tinios, one of the 
ruffians threatening that if she did not stop 
screaming he would cut her throat, She at 
length aftur sustaining much personal vio- 
lence broke from them, and pearly reached 
the house of Mr. N. Martin when she fell 
down exhausted, Mr Martin came to bor 
ronoue, assisted her to his house, and 80 
saved ber from further outrage. Mudical 
aid was sent for, but sho lins evidently sus: 
tained serious internal injury, resulting io 
the spitting of blood and utter prostrution. 
She lingers in a precarious condition, her 
recovery boing very doubtful. The parties 
having been arrested were examined, The 
preliminary examination took place at the 
Parish Hall, Frelighwburg, before Messrs 
Lev and Tittemore, justices of the peace, and 
on the 81st they were fioally committed for 
trinl at tho next Queen's Bunch, Mr. O.B.

BSATISFACIORY REASONS}! 


Tho last Jn telligencer in noticing the Speech 
of the Attorney General Wost, given at the 
Brantford dinner, says, “we have no hesitation 
in saying it will prove satisfactory to every 
unprojudiced mind.”

then our constitution is a sham,—our rights 
may be trampled under foot by Imperial dom- 
ination with impunity. Butnosuch anomaly 
exists, _ The Ministry in this,asin every other 
case, had a right to advise His Excellency, 
and if their advice was unheeded, they should 
have resigned. If they did not adyise, then 
they are equally responsible for dereliction of 
uty, 

But why argue the abstract question on 
this ground, when in the same Brantford 
speech, Mr. McDonald gives us a direct and 
unmistakable answer in his own words, quot- 
ed from a speech of his in Parliament, in op- 
position to a motion to take the reception of 
the Prince out of the hands of ‘he Ministry, 
and place it in the hands of a committee fairly 
chosen from both sides of the House. Here 
it is:— 

“The Pringe, during his visit would net be 
directed by the Government or the Legislature, 
but would be accompanied by his own advisers, 
and would comsult Her Majesty's representative 
here—the Governor General—and of course the 
Governor General could not receive udvice from 
gentlemen who had no confidence in his govern- 
ment. The Ministry could not admit the uncon 
atitutional principle that this money should be 
voted and expended except on their responsibility,” 

The ministry, according to Mr. McDonald, 
would not give up their responsibility and 
right to advise. Who does Mr, McDonald say 
the Prince and his advisers would consult on 
coming to Canada?

NIAGARA FALLS ILLUMINATED, 


When the Prince of Wales visited the 
Niagara Falls, Mr. Blackwell contrived a 
method of illuminating them. The descrip- 
tion is so exceedingly beavliful, that we are 
disposed to copy it from a correspondence 
io the London Times: 

The Prince’s first view of the cataract 
was on Friday vight last, when he saw 
them as no man bad ever seen them before, 
and as they will probably never be seen 
again—he saw the full of Niagara jl!umi- 
nated. At the first ides, it.seems about as 
feasible to attempt to light up the Atlantic 
88 these great outpouriogs of Lake Erie, and 
Mr. Binckwell, when be started the idea, 
was looked upon as well meaning and all 
that, but chimerical, to use the mildest 
term. Mr. Blackwell, however, persevered, 
Bengal lights. made, of 
the largest size it was possible to manufac- 
ture. About twenty of these were placed 
in rows under the cliffs beneath the Clifton 
House, and facing the Aweriean fall; 
twenty more were placed under Table Rock, 
and twenty more behiod the sheet of water 
itself, the entrance to which from the Cana- 
idan side I have already described. At 10 
o'clock at night they were all lit, sud their 
tHects were sometbing grand, magical, and 
brilliant beyond all power of words to por- 
tray. Io an instant the wholg mass of water, 
glowing a¥ if incandescent in the intense 
light, seemed torned to molten silver,— 
From behind the fall the light shone with 
such vivid brilliancy ‘thatthe waters im- 
mediately before it looked like a sheet of 
crystal yluss, a cascade’ of diamonds, every 
head and stream io which leaped snd spread 
the glaré over the whole scene, like a river 
of lighted phosphorus, The rapids under- 
oeath dimly reflected back the vivid gleam, 
as from a mirror, lighting Up the trees and 
rocks and all the wild tora chasm through 
which the rapids poar, aud showing out the 
old gray raios of table rock like » huge 
dilapidated tower. ‘The smoke, too, rose in 
thick dense masses, Spreading upwards over 
the cataracts in so Juminous a cloud, thatit 
seemed as if the Niagara was in a blaze 
from base (osummit. Butall the grandeur 
aod beauty seemed as nothing to the effect 
produced when the lights were changed 
from white to red. Niagara seemed blood 
in color, but so bright, so lurid in its deep 
effulgence, that a river of seething, roaring, 
hellish fire seemed to have taken place in 
an iustantin these cold, stero, eternal falls. 
None could look upon this scene, the huge, 
fiery, blood red mass, dark ooking and 
clotted in the centre, without a feeling of 
awe, You could not speak, so sublime 
Were the terrors, nor move your gaze froin 
(he blazing cauldron underneath the falls, 
where the river seemed iu ite froth red foam 
like boiling blood.
